Kinston cages Eagles 47-13 


for big homecoming win

The Kinston Bulldogs put an end to their four-game 
losing streak and gave a large homecoming crowd plenty 
to cheer about Friday night in a lopsided 47-13 region win 
over the Pleasant Home Eagles. 

Kinston received the opening kick and wasted little time 
getting on the scoreboard as it went 63 yards in six running 


| plays to grab an early lead. Cale Sumblin rushed for 32 


yards on two carries and scored the touchdown on a 7-yard 
dash, and while the extra-point try failed, the Bulldogs 
were on top 6-0 with 9:23 left in the opening quarter. 

Kinston began its next series at the Pleasant Home 
29-yardline after a short punt and this time needed only 
one play to reach the endzone as Sumblin kept up the 
middle and rambled in from 29 yards out. Marcus Free 
kicked the extra-point, and with 7:27 left in the quarter the 
Bulldogs were in front 13-0. 

Pleasant Home came to life on its ensuing possession 
and led by the running and passing of Mason Anderson 
drove 76 yards in 12 plays to get on the scoreboard. 
Anderson rushed for 28 yards and passed for 37 yards 
during the long scoring drive, and capped the drive with a 
2-yard td run. Ty Clark added the extra-point as the Eagles 
pulled within 13-7 with 1:42 still left in the quarter. 

Kinston’s Dylan Davis returned the ensuing kickoff 
68 yards to put the Bulldogs right back in business at the 
Pleasant Home 9-yadline, and one play later the ‘Dogs 
were back in the endzone after a 9-uard run by Cale 
Sumblin. Free added the extra-point as Kinston went up 


- 20-7 with 1:21 remaining in a wild opening quarter. 


The Bulldogs began their next series at the Pleasant 
Home 34-yardline after a defensive stop, and from there 
it took the ‘Dogs two plays to add to their lead, with the 
score coming on a l-yard run by Jeb Crosby. Free added 
the extra-point, and with 11:08 left in the second quarter 
Kinston was on top 27-7. y 

Kinston got the ball back near midfield after a fumble 
recovery by Drew Connor, and from there it took the 
Bulldogs only two plays to cover the 52 yards to the end- 
zone. The score came on a 39-yard gallop by Colby Tew, 
and after Free booted the extra-point the ‘Dogs lead had 
ballooned to 34-7 with 8:07 remaining in the quarter. 

The Bulldogs carried the big 34-7 lead in at the half, 
and picked right back up where they had left off in the 
third quarter as on their initial series of the half they went 
73 yards in eight plays to extend their lead. Drew Connor 
rushed for 26 yards on two carries to spark the drive and 
scored the Bulldog td on an 11-yard run, and while the 
extra-point try failed, Kinston’s lead had grown to 40-7 
with 1:47 left in the quarter. 

Kinston began its next series near midfield and this time 
went 51 yards in four plays to score its final points of the 
game. Colby Tew rushed for 35 yards on two carries in the 
four play scoring drive and capped the drive with a 26-yard 
touchdown run, and Free tacked on the extra-point as the 
Bulldogs opened up a 47-7 lead with 7:06 left in the fourth 
quarter. 

Pleasant Home added a touchdown with 27-seconds 
left on the clock on a 17-yard pass from Josh Hawkins to 
Lukas Gatewood. However, the late score only changed 
the final score as Kinston celebrated the big 47-13 win. 

Jeb Crosby rushed for 129 yards and 1 touchdown on 11 
carries to lead Kinston on the ground, while Cale Sumblin 
added 88 yards and 2 touchdowns rushing on seven car- 
ries, Colby Tew added 74 yards and 2 touchdowns rushing 
on three carries, and Drew Connor rushed for 32 yards and 
scored1 td on three carries. 

Mason Anderson rushed for 38 yards and 1 td on 14 
carries and completed 9 of 18 passes for 139 yards to lead 
Pleasant Home.
